Separate Organization, 

The position assumed by Mr. Bebb in the 
present canvass, with reference to the question 
of Slavery, is both proof and example of the 
power of the Liberty organization. It is the 
very best vindication of their course that Lib- 
erty men ¢ould have. Many men who profess 
sympathy with the objects of the party, and 
yet are unable to see any hope or reason for suc- 
cess by an independent party action, overlook 
in many instances the change in their own 
opinions with regard to slavery, and the gene- 
ral progress of public opinion throughout the 
State. Ifthey would remember the fact and 
diligently inquire into the causes of the change, 
they would be compelled to acknowledge the 
wisdom and efficacy of that course of action, 
which they now so vehemently condemn. Are 
there any anti-slavery, anti-Liberty party men 
that can trace the progress and the changes of 
their opinions, and tell how it came to pass 
that the subject was so urged upon their atten- 
tion, as to weaken and finally overthrow their 
former convictions? Do they admit the fact, 
that, from being hooted out of all respectable 
society, the question of slavery, ina very few 

years, has grown to a most engrossing impor- 

tance, has become the great question of the 

times? Do they not know that in this discus- 

sion in the free States the tables have been 

turned, so that now professed pro-slavery men 

are almost as much despised as real anti-slave- 

‘ry nen were formerly? Can Mr. Bebb explain 

the causes and history of his conversion from 

pro-slavery sentiments to those he now holds? 

Can he tell how it has happened that in 1346, 

he was applauded and encouraged by thous- 

ands in the delivery of a model aboliticn 

speech, on the very spot on which, in 1836, a 

press devoted to the same sentiments was drag- 

ged by perhaps part of the same assembly to 

destruction? Is there, can there be, any other 

consistent and rational account of these strange 

and important changes in the temper of the 

times, than the separate organization and po- 

litical action of the real anti-slavery sentiment? 

There is, there can be no other. So long as 

abolitionists confined themselves to anti-slavery 

societies, and operated only by moral means, 

us it was called, their increase was compara- 

tively small. So long as they remained in po- 

litfeal connexion with the old parties, they re- 

ceived no sympathy, for it was thought there 

was no danger of losing them. Consequently 
they were a despised and outcast sect, avoided 
and persecuted in every imaginable way, de- 
nied the ordinary rights of freedom of speech 
and the press. But when they banded togeth- 
er, exposed and denounced the servility of their 
former associates and appealed to the potent 
virtues of the Ballot Box, that resort which 
Jefferson has said is formidable to tyrants alone, 
they began to receive some consideration.— 
Many who, at heart, entertained their senti- 
ments secretly through fear, now come out 
boldly with them, and their numbers increased. 
Then they began to be of importance. They 
were flattered, coaxed and scolded; conciliations 
and promises of various sorts were held out to 
them: anti slavery professions became common, 
and finally, the Whig candidate for Governor 
is not only obliged, by the stress of his necessi- 
ty, to commend their principles and approve 
their sentiments, but is compelled to make 
this commendation the chief burden of his ad- 
dresses to the people. What else could have 
done this, but their fear of the growing politi- 
cal power of this anti-slavery organization? If 
such wonderful progress has been made by the 
anti-slavery sentiment, simultaneous with the 
growth of the Liberty movement, is it not fair 
to attribute the one to the other, at least until 
some more probable could be shown? It is not 
doubtfal that theirs is any other than the con- 
nection of cause and effect. And it seems 
very ungrateful in Mr. Bebb and other anti-sla- 
very converts, to underrate and abuse the very 
agency of their conversion, the very shield and 
support of their new opinions, the very men 
who in the midst of difficulties and dangers 
manfully won for them the privilege of speak. 
ing the sentiments they now can safely hold.— 
It is not soldier-like to depreciate the glory of 
the forlorn hope, after the breach has been suc- 
cessfully made. It has ever been esteemed an 
ungrateful thing to kick down the ladder that 
has supported one to his greatness. 


Liberty men! stand! the ground's yourown. 
Maintain your integrity and your unity. Be 
firm. Do not fail nor falter. Be true to your- 
selves and your principles. Your example will 
bea model for many. ‘The fear of your power 
will be potent over more. You have already 
won toleration for your opinions. You have 
done more—you have led the van in the mareh 
of free principles. Mapy are following where 
you have led. You have extorted professions 
of admiration for your sentiments. Continue 
in the same course, pursue the plain way ef 
your independent party action, and you will 
convert those professions into practice, those 
promises into performance. Maintain. your 
present vantage ground, vote for your candi- 
dateand one whom you know will carry out 
principles, falter not, present an unbroken and 
determined array, and the next Whig candi- 
date for Governor will not onl, be able to 
pledge himself, but his party, to all your cher- 
ished measures. 

Do not suffer yourselves to be deceived.— 
Trust not in professions. Be harmless as 
doves, but wise as serpents. Your position, if 
firmly maintained, is impregnable, and com- 
mands the whole political field.

Black ff¥ws—Opinion of the Supreme 
Court, 

A precious instance of the operations of one 
of these odious provisions of our statutes, im- 
posing disabilities upon colored persons, occured 
in a case, decided last winter in the Court in 
Bank, and reported in the Jast volume of Ohio 
Reports, page 280. It heing a case, where the 
hardship, intended by the law, to be imposed 
upon the black, fell upon the white man, it may 
be more likely to demonstrate its injustice. 
We despair of the two great parties in this 
State ever repealing those laws, from w sense of 
justice or a love of right. The only way in 
which we can reach them, is through their pre- 
jadices, by showing that these laws, injure the 
white man as well as the black, or through their 
fears, by convincing them that their political 
success depends upon their repealing these odi- 
ous enactments. 

The case is that of Joseph Jordan against 
Nancy Smith. The suit was brought upon a 
bond for $115. The plea of non est factum was 
filed by defendant, with an affidavit that she 
did not execute the bend. The deposition of 
Mary Shoemaker, the subscribing witness, was 
taken. ‘Fhe counsel for the defendant objected 
to reading the saie, for the reason that the 
plaintiff was a white person and the defendant 
Nancy Smith and ‘the witnesses both. black 
persons. 

It was urged by the plaintiff that the affida- 
vit of the defendant to the truth of her plea 





was excluded by the law. Judge Hitcheock 


said: ¢ 

“This section of the statute is as follows: 
‘No black or mulatto person or persons, . shall 
hereafter be permitted to be sworn or give evi- 
dence in any court of record, or elsewhere in 
this State, in any eause depending or matter of 
controversy, where either party is a white per- 
son or in any prosecution which shall be insti- 
tuted in behalf of this State against any white 
person.’ Now it would seem to me, there could 
be no doubt as to the intention of this section 
The object is to prescribe an additional rule as 
to the competency of witnesses. And in pre- 
scribing that rule no attention is paid to the mor- 
al character of the witness. No matter how pure 
the character, yet, of the color is not right, the 
man cannot testify. The truth shall not be re: 
ceiyed from a black man, to settle a controver- 
sy where a white man isa party. Let-a man 
be a Christian or infidel; let him be a Turk, Jew 
or Mahomedan; let him be of good character~or 
bad; evenlet him be sunk to the lowest depths of 
degradation; he may be a witness in our courts, 
if he is not black. Ifa negro or mulatto, he 
must be exeluded from giving evidence in a 
cause depending, where a white man is a party. 
“Suppose we were to give this statute the 
constructionfinsisted upon by the plaintiff,what 
would be the consequence? It would more 
completely put the black man in the power of 
the white. The white man may now pliinder 
the negro of his property; he may abuse his per- 
son; he may take his hfe; he may do this in open 
day light, in the presence of multitudes who wit- 
ness the transaction and he must go acquitted, 
unless perchance there happens to be some 
white man present. But soconstrue this statute, 
as that a black man cannot when sued upon a 
written instrument swear tothe truth of his 
plea, and you call in the courts of justice to aid 
and assist in carrying out a system of oppres- 
sion. A white man would have nothing to do, 
but to forge the note and commence the suit. 
The law says he shal! not be bound to prove it, 
unless the plea is sworn to. But the plea can- 
not be sworn to, because the defendant is a 
black man and no other but the defendant him- 
self can swear to the plea. The consequence 
is, the forger, through the instrumentality of a 
court of justice, reaps the fruits of his villany, 
not in punishment, but in a judgment which 
enables him to deprive his neighbor of his prop- 
erty. 
“In the opinion of a majority of the court, 
the defendant had a right to swear to the truth 
of her plea and the plantiff must prove the exe- 
cution of this note. 
“In the opinion of the court, there is no evi- 
dence to sustain the plaintiff’s action. Still we 
have no rational doubt that he has good cause of 
action, and ought to recover this money. The only 
difficulty is to prove it. And the only reason 
he cannot prove it, is, that his witness is ren- 
dered incompetent by the operation of the law 
of 1807. And, in this case, that law produces 
precisely the same results, as it does in every 
other case upon which it is brought to bear.— 
In all my experience, both at the bar and as a 
member of this court, 1 cannot recollect a single 
case in which this law has been found subservient 
to the ends of justice. On the contrary, 1rs UNI- 
FORM EFFECT HAS BEEN TO PREVENT JUSTICE, BOTH 
PUBLIC AND PRIVATE.” 
Toso much of the opinion of the court as 
decides that a black or mulatto person can, by 
affidavit tothe truth of a plea, in an action, 
issue a promissory note, compel the plaintit? to 
prove its execution, Judge Read dissented. 
And yet this law, so unjust and infamous, so 
disgraceful to the character of a great State, 
professing to guaranty equal rights to all, so 
utterly repugnant to the most sacred _princi- 
ples of Freedom and Religion, is suffered by 
both the parties, who have, in turns, governed 
the politics of the State, to remain anrepealed 
upon the statute book year after year. ‘This 
law, so obviously and truly described by Judge 
Hitchcock, is but one of a code, which may 
triumphantly challenge the annals of legislation, 
Christian or Heathen, for a parallel, in system- 
atic and unsympathizing cruelty. This is the 
body of law which fills Mr. Bebb with such just 
and manly indjenation, for whose repeal he 
pledges his personal influence, but in respect 
to which he cannot answer for his party. It is 
disgracefully inconsistent in that gentleman, 
if he be honest in his sentiments, as we believe 
he is, to permit himsel! to be the candidate of 
a party so indifferent, as he is obliged to ad- 
mit it is, to the most precions and fundamental 
principles of liberty, for indiflerence in such a 
cause is treachery. 
And the Democracy too, that noisy, bluster- 
ing, empty, canting, cowardly counterfeit, 
blind as the mole, without the mole’s instinct, 
is dumb or else lifts its voice in coarse ridicule 
against the purest and most venerable princi- 
ples of that liberty, which it so profanes,— 
Democracy, that cunning and chattering ape 
of manly Republicanism, grimaces and buffoons 
with silly antics, at the ‘Tax law and its asses- 
sors, but is insensate to every human interest 
and sympathy. Isthere not one, among thy 
tribe, who has the ambition to bea man? * 


Runaway Slave Case, 

We understand that day before yesterday 
about noon, a parcel of colored persons con- 
sisting of two women and five children were 
arrested and delivered up to their claimant, Mr. 
MeNicol of Covington. “We also understand 
the claimant could find but one Justice in town 
to take cognizance of thecase. He first applied 
to the Mayor who refused. ‘Then he went to 
Mark P. Taylor, of former notoriety, who mind- 
ful of his former delinquencies also refused. In 
the same manner was he served by Justices 
Harrison and Brooks. We mention this as 
proof that public sentiment has changed mach 
since the time of the Watson case. He then 
proceeded to Mr. Snelbaker on Sixth street, who 
willing to act the part of slave-catcher for the 
sum of five dollars, agreed to act in the* ®ise. 
The fugitives were defended by Wm. Birney, 
According to Mr. B. the testimony was most 
defective. One of the witnesses a son of the 
claimant, testified that one of the women was 
to be free at a certain age but could not say but 
that she was above that age. The same was 
the case in regard to one of the children. The 
justice however delivered them up and they 
were taken ina hack to the river by constable 
Delzell. 

When will public sentiment tell the servants 
of the public, that they are not hounds to hunt 
unresisting and oppressed women and children, 
but are defenders of the right. What business 
have such men asSnelbaker and Delzell, to hold 
offices for which they are so unfit in one great 
thing that constitutes fitness, a sense of moral 
honor. . 


The Constitution; a Protective Tariff, 
Mr-Greene, in his reply in yesterday’s Herald, 
to our article on the Unconstitutionality of a 
Protective Tariff, conducts the discussion fair- 
ly; and if, in our opinion, he has not succeeded 
in invalidating our-arguments, the reason is to 
be sought, we think, in the trath of the posi- 
tions taken therein. 

We have nothing further to present except a 
single remark. Mr. Greene admits for all the 
purposes of the argument, the correctness of the 
assumptions, “That where a power ig cofferred, 
whether an express limitation be oreh¢-not pro- 
vided, it cannot properly be exerted béySnd its 
original scope,” and “that the specifications of 
certain restrictions in express terms is not to 
be construed as excluding restrictions fairly in- 
ferable from the nature‘of the grant of any par- 
ticular power.” “Very true,” our friend re- 
marks, “but you must please to ‘give me some 
precise and unerring rule by which to ascer- 
tain what that scope is.” “A precise and an 
unerring rule” cannot be given—nor is it neces- 
sary. There are cases, in which the meaning 
of a clause in the Constitution is determined,’ 
not by an “unerring rule,” bat by a comparison 





of probabilities and reasons, and a decision on 
the side of that class which possesses the great- 
er weight. We cannot in this instance furnish 
our friend with a “precise and an unerring 
rule” for deciding what is the “original scope” 
of the power conferred 6n Congress to lay and 
collect taxes, duties, imposts, &e.; bat certain: 
ly, a very safe and reasonable rule is this:—a 
reference to the history of the grant of power, 
and the main object aimed at by it; and a 
reference to the great object of such a power, 
as vested in Government generally. The safe 
and reasonable rule, demonstrated upon such 
reference, f that the original scope of this 
grant of power to lay taxes, &c., is, revenue, 
and nothing else. The practical inference is 
inevitable:—the Prinfiple of Revenue, not that 
of Protection, should determine the details of 
a Tariff. If you introduce the Principle of 
Protection, so as to build up this or that par- 
ticular interest, by interfering with competi- 
tion, under the pretext of the “general welfare,’ 
the original scope of the grant of the’ power is 
transcended—a power is usurped by Congress 
not found in the Constitution. 

This is the only remark we have to make in 
addition to our former article. It presents no 
new argument, but is merely an amplification 
of one we have already presented. 

We are content to leave the subject with our 
readers, the arguments on both sides being 
fuirly before them. 

The Voluntecr—The Klack Laws, 
The Democratic campaign paper, published 
in this county, called “The Volunteer,” has 
commenced the publication of a series of ar- 
ticles on the subject of the Black Laws. Two 
of them have appeared, and as it is now so dif- 
ficult to get any of these gentlemen to show 
their hands, on this and kindred subjects, we 
deem them worthy of some notice. They are 
specimens in their way, and considering the 
contempt with which Democratic Editors gen- 
erally regard Bank and Tariff logic, are exceed- 
ingly dogmatic and unreasonable. ‘I'hey are 
full of mis-statement and mis-representation, 
groundless inaction, unfounded denunciation, 
and passionate and senseless appeals to that 
miserable and wicked prejudice against the un- 
fortunate black, which so disgraces the Chris- 
tian philanthropy of this country. 

The ground upon which the Volunteer bases 
its defence of these laws is self-defence. It 
says: 

“The people of Ohio are opposed to slavery. 
The foot of a slave never pressed its soil under 


suffering humanity of all creeds and climes.— 
But at the same time, in duty to themselves 
and children, they must be protected from the 
evil effects of this monstrous curse in neigh- 
boring States. These laws were passed for that 
purpose. For while slave drivers cling with 
the tenacity of sordid interest upon the services 
of the well disposed and healthy slave, they 
are ready enough to thrust the broken down 
apon us.” 


Self-defence indeed! 
ted to be “harsh and cruel.” 
whom? The black man. And who is it that 
inflicts the injary upon us? Not the black 
man, but his Oppressor, the “slave driver,” as 
the Volunteer appropriately terms him. Would 
it not then, O valiant Volunteer, be more man. 
ly and reasonable, to direct your “harsh and 
cruel” engines of self-defence against the “slave 
driver,” who inflicts the injury, rather than 
against the defenceless and unotlending black, 
who is thus doubly wronged. The freed slave 
does not seck your shores willingly, It is a 
hard and cruel necessity that drives him. It 
is to escape from the b- ~Lbendace, and

compelled to throw himself upon your “harsh 
and cruel” mercies. Why not war against the 
original source and cause of the mischief? Why 
not lift up your voices against slave drivers and 
their accursed system, which is the real and 
efficient cause of the evils you lament, instead 
of glorifying the former, by elevating them to 
power and place, and disturbing the peace and | i 
prosperity of the country, in one unholy war 
to extend and perpetuate the latter?’ Why not 
wage a juster war, against the inhuman sys. 
tem of slavery, which unfits its victims to be 
companions and fellow-citizens of freemen? 
Oh false hearted Democracy! thou art alie! and 
di cowardly one, at that. 

By what code of ethics, what just. principle 
of self-defence is it, that you justify this kind 
of action against the unfortunate and unoffend- 
ing blacks? If your rights are superior to 
theirs, or rather if your interests are so superior 
to their rights, as to justify you in the use of 
any measures to secure their absence, it would 
not be wrong to use the direct agency of force. 
On this principle you might expel them by the 
strong drm, at the point of the bayonet, or if 
necessary, exterminate them at once by a whole- 
sale massacre. And even this, the very thought 
of which is horrible, would not disadvantage- 
ously compare with the present system, which 
the Volunteer supports, in morals or humanity. 
It makes but little difference, whether you ex- 
tinguish the animal life, or, as is now done, 
crush out the higher and diviner life of the 
soul, extinguish the spark of intelligence, and 
crush into worse than nothingness, the moral 
instincts and impulses. There is no enormity 
so great, that the Volunteer would be unwilling 
to see inflicted upon these unhappy people, if 
it were only “necessary for the protection of 
society.” And pray what is society and who 
constitutes it? Is it not also necessary to the 
protection of socicty, that these “slave drivers” 
should be outlawed and slavery itselfabolished? 
Self-defence forsooth! out upon it. You perpe- 
trate a crime wrongly,you inflict an unprovoked 
injury, and for some incidental evil springing 
directly from your owr violence and crime, 
you claim theright, inthe name of self-defence, 
to inflict additional outrage upon your unof- 


gi" victims. It is the old story of the wolf 
I the lamb. 


And how has society been defended by these 
laws? Says the Volunteer: 

“Stringent as the black lawsare, they have 
to a certain extent failed in their purposes— 
These negroes have been crowded upon us, in 
spite of all we can do to protect ourselves.— 
They fill our poor-houses and prisons. ‘They 
are the staple commodity of our chain-gangs 
and jails. They burthen the good and are im: 
posed upon by the bad. Without moral feel- 
ing of any sort, they want the intellect u 
which to improve, and are a dumning enrse to, 
any community. The citizens of Hamilto 
county, lovers of every order and law-abidi 
citizens as they ever have been, have been goa- 
ded to desperation by the loafing pauperisnt 
and heartless raseality of this class.” § 

We puss over the unproved and unprovablt 
assertions of this paragraph, which have no 
foundation except in that heartless prejudice, 
which is ready to assert and believe any thing, 
to gratify its malevolence, to the admission, 
which upsets, the whole argument of the Vol- 
unteer, from self-defence.

Dear Sir:—I have read with care the remarks 
in your Saturday’s paper upon my letter to you 
of the 13th inst. My mind remains unchang- 
ed in the opinions which that Ictter expressed. 
Your classification of the “school of consti- 
tutional expounders,” is, in the main, undoubt- 
edly correct; but I think you mistake, in the 
application of it to the issue between us. The 
doctrine of strict construction, as technically 
used, is, if I understand it, predicable only of 
questions of what is and what is not, in terms, 
or by necessary implication, within the consti- 
tution; and not of the extent, to which those 
terms or implications may be carried, when 
found and admitted to be there. The doctrine 
refers to the existence of a power, and not to its 
exercise when that existence is ascertained.— 
Ia the familiar case, for example, of the power 
to appropriate the national funds to purposes 
of internal improvement, so long mooted by 
Southern politicians, the only question ever 
made in the discussion, is, not how much mo- 
ney may be appropriated, but whether any can, 
constitutionally, be appropriated at all. Not 
whether the power shall be exercised to such 
or such extent; but whether it really exists — 
Now the question between us turns upon an 
admitted power, and is one simply of discretion 
in the department of the government where 
the Constitution lodges it, how far it may be 
properly exercised. ‘That this distinction is a 
sound one, at least to any practical intent, ap- 
pears clearly from the fact, that in case of an 
exercise of a power by Congress not granted 
by the Constitation, the Judicial Department 
might, in a case properly presented, take cog- 
nizance of the matter and pronounce the act 
void; whereas in the cuse of an indiscreet exer- 
cise of a power which 7s granted, that depart- 
ment could, properly do no such thing—for the 
queation of discretion in such case, has been 
placed by the constitution in other hands, and 
of course is one which the judiciary are not at 
liberty to decide. 
According to the view thus presented, there 
are two classes of cases in which the Legisla- 
tive action may be wrong,—perhaps, so far as 
the public good is concerned, equally wrong,— 
and yet the remedies respectively applicable to 
them, must be entirely different. The first 
lass, presents those cases of acts of Congress 
Which are not law, for want of power to pass 
thém; the second, those cases of acts which 
however unwise,are still law, becanse the pow- 
erexists. In the first class, the courts reject a 
law because unconstitutional; and in the second, 
the public sentiment and the elective franchise 
denounce the Congress for passing a law, be- 
cause inexpedient. Now | think you will ad- 
mit that the distinction here presented,in point 
of fact, is a just one; and if youdo admit it, 1 
think you will agree with me, that the dis- 
cussion between us is rather about words 
than things; and that if I was not exactly right 
in saying, that you had “misused the word un- 
constitutional for inexpedient,” 1 was right in 
the idea implied in that suggestion, that you 
were confounding things as belonging to one 
class only which must belong to two, and those 
entirely different from each other: and now if 
this discussion is rather about words than 
things, I must ask you to remember, as my jus- 
tification for continuing it, that in my first let- 
ler, I stated, that the diseassion was made im- 
portant by the fact, that muny conscientious 
persons might be deterred frow the support ofa 
tariff for protection, il they believed it uncon- 
stitutional, when if they believed otherwise, 
they might regard such a policy as dhe very 
best thing for the interests of the country.

There were plenty of Kentuckians on board, 
but they appeared to hold Texas in considera- 
ble contempt. Our time was so pleasantly 
spent in conversation with them upon the sub- 
ject of slavery, and the peculiar interests of 
their State, that we were almost sorry when 
the arrival of the boat at South Hanover com- 
pelled us to bid them adieu. Every year, for 
the last ten years, we have taken a trip on the 
Ohio, and been thrown into the company of 
slaveholders, especially from Kentucky. Du- 
ring this excursion, we were astonished at the 
great change in their temper. ‘They were as 
anxious to clear themselves of the suspicion of 
being friendly to slavery, as some of our free 
State doughfuces are to repudiate Abotittonisin. 
They talked freely of the increase of anti 
slavery sentiment in their State, of the blight- 
ing influences of slavery, of the,mecessity of 
getting rid of it, and seemed to think the hour 
of deliverance drawing near. So far from avoid- 
ing Abolitionists, they evidently took pleasure 
in conversing with them. One of them remark- 
edthat five years ago, we could not have trav- 
eled in Kentucky, ‘and been known, without 
constant peril, but that now, nobody would 
think of molesting us. Several of them spoke 
in high terms of the “True American,” especi- 
ally of its conduct since the departure of Mr. 
Clay. They thought it was doing great good 
an Kentucky. 

At the landing we found an old colored man, 
who called himself “Old Kaintuck,” waiting 
for us with horses. He said one was for “the 

person they called ‘the Doctor,’ the other ‘the 
old man.” Of course we claimed the former 
Zitle, and turned over the little horse to the 
“old man,” our companion who happened to be 
somewhat our junior. We had a delicious ride 
by star-light, up along steep hill, styled by 
Professor Stargus, the “Hill of Science.” The 
horses being wiser than their riders, we gave 
them the rein, and let them take their own 
heads, which they did ina very sensible style, 
till we found ourselves at the hospitable door 
of Mr. Sturgus, one of the Professors of the 
South Hanover College. 

A beautiful green spot is South Hanover.— 
‘The scenery in some places reminds one of the 
glowing descriptions of the land of the Typees, 
by Melville. There is a fall of water,zbout a mile 
from the place, from a semicircular rock, about 
eighty feet high, excavated so as to form an al- 
cove underneath, thrown across a dark ravine, 
where immense rocks are tumbled together in 
grand confusior, and where the overhanging 
drees create a cool twilight, while the sun is 
lighting up the far-off summits of the precip- 
jtous hills. 

A pleasant company of us visited the spot 
early one morning, while the dew was yet upon 
the grass. Of course, dismissing Niagara and 
other extravagances of the sort from our recol- 
lection, we all felt duly impressed with the 
grandeur of the scene. Some of our friends 
took their station high up in the cover under 

+ @ed-behind the spray. We, who 
nad sought the rugged bottom of the ravine, 
began to imagine they looked quite small, and 
the illusion was increased, when their most 
violent efforts to communicate their eloquent 
thoughts failed to reach our auriculars.

It is in the power of the Public Press, by a 
timely and decided rebuke ofstitts persecuting 
spirit, and a united expression of opinion in 
behalf of Law and Justice, to repress this med- 
itated violence, and prevent outbreaks of a 
most disgraceful character. 

Justice, 

We were not aware when we wrote our arti- 
cle yesterday morning, concerning the slave 
case before Esq. Snelbaker, that the claimant 
of the fugitives had employed counsel in Cin- 
cinnati. It is stated to us that our fellow- 
townsman, Mr. Fessenden, was so employed. 
We deeply regret this. It is not for us to pre- 
scribe rules to that gentleman, or to the legal 
profession; but no profession ean release a man 
from his responsibilities, as a man, or from the 
obligations he sustains, as an individual, to 
his fellow-men. One of these obligations is, 
to promote, not destroy the happiness of oth- 
ers—to ameliorate, not deyrade their condi- 
tion—to seek their frecdom, not their enslave- 
ment. 

The public is now fully awake to the enor- 
mity of the slave-trade-—but not more so than 
it will be at no distant period, to the iniquity 
of slaveholding. Let us suppose a case. 
other than amicable relations, is a lawyer in 


some of its human cargo. 
the fugitives—hus them arrested and carried 
before a Court of Justice to prove his claim. 
Mr. F. is waited upon, and requested to act as 
counsel. Ile knows these poor creatures have 
of Brazil, they are recognized as slaves. If he 
consent to act, he consents to aid in securing 
the acknowledgment of a claim, which he knows 
is founded in robbery and violence. Would he 
do it?) Never! unless we have totally misap- 
prehended his character. 

Now, what better is slavery? Slavery is 
founded in injustice, in wrong, to use the lan- 
guage of one of the Judges of the Supreme 
Court of the United States. The tenure by 
which every slave is held is, brute force. Shall 
I, shall any man who regardsSlavery as a curse, 
aid in enforcing such a claim? God forbid! 

Let the whole responsibility rest on the 
shoulders of the slaveholders alone.

While a majority may oppose a Protective 
Tariff, there are a few who still eling to this 
policy. Opposition to the Tax Law is appa- 
rently universal among them, but it is opposi- 
tion, not to the principle of it, but to its mere 
details, On the subject of Slavery and the Black 

Laws, there is no real unanimity. A few of 
their papers in the southern part of the State 
are disposed to make opposition to their repeal a 
Party question; but the central organ, the Ohio 
Statesman, and the papers in the northern part 
of the State, are silent. Sois Mr. ‘Tod, their 
gubernatorial candidate. Add to all this, the 
course of the President, and the devel§pments 
among the Presidential aspirants of the Party, 
have generated mutual distrust, discord, and 
temporary disgust among its various sections. 
Under such circumstances, it does not seem 
tous that it can make any effective demon- 
stration. Some of its adherents will deem it 
their wiser course to show their deep disappro- 
bation of the conduct of their President and 
the prominent leaders of the Party, by giving 
their support to the Liberty candidates. They 
cannot pursue a wiser policy. They have 
nothing to gain by adhering to their Party, un- 
der such circumstances as we have pointed out. 
The best thing they ean do, is, to administer a 
rebuke to those who have attempted to use it 
for their own base purposes. By voting with 
the Liberty Party, they wi'l demonstrate their 
disapprobation of Slaveholding policy, and at 
the same time, the returns of the popular vote 
will show that the Whigs have made no abso- 
lute gain. 

The truth is, if the whole Party would qui- 
etly drop Mr. Tod, and concentrate upon Mr. 
Lewis, they would act like sensible and patri- 
otic men. 


Insidious, 

The Louisville Democrat comes up to the aid 
of his brother Democrat of the Cincinnati Ad- 
vertiser, in a most insidious style, The article 
from which we extract the following was doubt- 
less penned for the purpose of political effect in 
Ohio. 

“We have a large number of free negrocs in 
Kentucky, and it isa class of population that 
we have noumbition to retain amongst us.— 
The greater the facility for their emigration to 
Ohio, and the more agreeable their residence in 
that State, the better for us. If Ohio and In- 
diana should continue their black laws, as they 
sare called, it may soon become a serious ques- 
tion; what shall we do with our free black pop- 
ulation? On the contrary, if Ohio and the free 
States generally, would repeal those laws, so as 
tomake a desirable home for the free negro 
within their borders, Kentucky would be re- 
lieved from a heavy and constantly increasing 
burden. Should the Whigs succeed in this race 
in Ohio, and carry out their doctrines—which, 
however, is not very probable—we shall reap 
some advantages from it. It’s an ill wind that 
blows good to no body. We hold it the right 
of the master to set his slaves free if he is so 
disposed, and numbers have availed themselves 
of this privilege. We anticipate that many 
others will follow theirexample. Should Ohio 
furn#sh the fre . comfortable asylum, it 
will relieve Kentucky from an evil which may 
in time becoine too great for endurance.” 

It is not the repeal of our laws which willin- 
vite such immigration from Kentucky to any 
considerable extent. In New York, and in 
most of the New England States, there are no 
disabilities imposed on the coMred population, 
of the kind specified in the extract above quo- 
ted. Why have not the free people of color 
and the emancipated slaves of the South 
crowded those States? The colored population 
has fallen off in some of them, while it has 
| continually inereased in the South under all 
the peculiarly onerous disabilities imposed 
there. In the Slave States, that class of pop- 
ulation is far more numerous than in the Free 
States. 

If Kentucky could make up her mind to do 
justice to her laboring population, and free 
them, the question would be, not how they 
eould be got rid of, but how they could be re- 
tained. 

By the way, we cannot exactly understand 
the magnanimity of the sentiments of the 
Louisville Democrat. An act of justice on the 
part of Ohio to her own population, is to be ta- 
ken advantage of by Kentucky, to send here a 
population degraded by slavery!’ We do not 
believe she would do this, if she could; nor do 
we believe that she could do it, if she would. 
Why has Maryland never disposed of her sev- 
enty-nine thousand free colored people by send- 
ing them to Pennsylvania? 

The article in the Democrat is designed 
merely to put a cudgel in the hands of the 
Morning Advertiser to beat Mr. Bebb with.

An improvement had taken place in the 
manufacturing districts, in consequence of the 
probability of the passage of our new Tariff 
bill—the news of its passage by the Ilouse hav- 
ing already been received. 

‘The value of iron was raised in anticipation 
of a large export to the United States, 

The money market had fluctuated but little 
since the sailing of the last packet. 

The Liverpool papers are filled with an ae- 
count of the visit of Prince Albert to that place 
and the magnificent doings on the occasion.o 

The Britannia arrived in Liverpool from Bos- 
ton on the 31st ult. 

Louis Bonaparte, Ex-King, &c., &c., died at 
Leghorn, of apoplexy, on the 24th ult., aged 67 
years. 

The Pope of Rome has granted a general am- 
nesty for all political offenders. 

The debate on the sugar duties oeeupied two 
days, and the government scheme triumphed 
by a majority of 245 to 135, nearly two to one. 
This result virtually abrogates the monopoly 
and places sugar in the same category as corn, 
by = easy declension on the high road t free 
trade. : 

Sir Robert Peel gave this ministerial measure 
a generous support, and the greatness of the 
majority may be traced to that circumstance. 

Another attempt had been made on the life 
of the King of France. While seated at the 
window in the palace of the Tuilleries to listen 
to a concert performed by the National Guards 
on the 30th ult.,a man in the crowd drew a 
pistol and fired two shots at the King. He 
missed him of course and also those in the vici- 
nity where the King sat. He was immediately 
arrested. His name is Joseph Henry. He said 
he was weary of life and resolved to commit 
this crime as a means of meeting his death. 

A Paris paper, the Courier de Francais, says 
that the Mexican Government has demanded 
of France and England their mediation, to put 
an end to the war with the United States — 
‘The departure of the frigate Psyehe has been 
delayed several days, in order that it may carry 
the answer to this proposition. 

At Berlin, on the 22nd ult., Mr. Wheaton, 
the American Minister, took his leave of the 
Kking of Prussia, and Mr. Bonaldson was re- 
ceived, in private audience, and presented his 
credentials, 

Owing to the visit of Prince Albert, and the 
festivities consequent thereon, the Cotton mar- 
ket has been closed from the 29th ult., for se- 
veral days. 

The market opened after the holidays with 
an animated demand.

A Mob Dispersed, 

“Where are the Police?”—Under the latter 
head some city papers intended, probably, to 
imply that our city police winked at the late 
mob scenes in the lower part of the city. We 
are informed that the mob which demolished 
the houses, some two or three nights since, in 
the vicinity of Columbia and Western Row, did 
so before any information of the proceedings 
came to the Marshal’s knowledge. Day before 
yesterday Mr. Hulse ascertained that another 
gathering was contemplated that night, and re- 
paired to the spot with his aids. The mob 
again assembled at about half past 9 o’clock, 
night before last, on Front, between Western 
Row and the Gas works. They numbered some 
200 men and boys. The police all together, the 
Marshal and Watchmen, arrested seven of the 
ringleaders and put them in the lock-up—the 
remainder fled. ‘They were brought before his 
Honor, Mayor Spencer, yesterday, who held 
them in $150 bail each; one gaye it, and six 
were sent to Parkersburgh. We should natu- 
rally think the question,“where are the police?” 
very well answered, seeing that their force, 
twenty-two in all, dispersed 200 rowdies in 
about twenty minutes,—Cin.

forfeited the right to claim her as an “escaping 
slave.” 
On the other hand, claimant's counsel say 
that she was hired out and sent into Ohio by 
the widow of her owner, who has only a dower 
estate, und cannot do any act to impair the 
rights of the heirs. 
If this state of facts is shown it will bring 
up the point made in Jerry Phinny’s case, 
whether the act of a bailee in carrying a slave 
into a free state sets her free ipso facto or 
whether she is still to be considered an escaping 
slave. 

Later from Oregon, 
The St. Louis Republican, of the 17th inst., 
says i— 

“A party, consisting of ten persons, arrived 
in our city, on board the Amaranth, on Satur- 
day evening, direct from Oregon City. They 
left Oregon on the 18th of April last, and reach- 
ed St. Joseph, Missouri, on the first of the pre- 
sent month. The entire route was performed 
Without interruption from Indians, or the oc- 
currence of any serious accident. They bring 
nothing new from the territory in addition to 
what we have already pulished. The crops in 
many parts had been cast and promised a favor- 
able result. On the route in, the party passed 
five hundred and twenty-four emigrant wagons, 
mostly intending to go to Oregon; a portion, 
however, intended to cross over into California, 
by the Salt Lake route. Col. Russell’s Compa- 
ny, including Gov. Boggs and others, were met 
about one hundred and fifty miles beyond Fort 
Laramie. This company, when they started, 
intended to go to California; a large portion 
have since determined to go to Oregon, and it is 
probable the whole company will go there.— 
The general health of the country was, at the 
time of the departure of this company, very 
good. 
“Medard G. Foisy, who served an apprentice- 
ship as pressman in this office, and who has 
been sometime in Oregon, been a member of 
the Oregon Legislature, &c., had organized a 
company of Canadians, and was to set out for 
California about the first of May. Mr. Foisy is 
a Canadian by birth,and goes to California, as 
we understand, to founda colony, or make a 
settlement on some of the branches of the Rio 
Sacramento river. Leis a man ofa good deal 
of enterprise, and in the event of the Uni- 
ted States attempting to take possession of the 
country he will be with them.”

Now, for one, we are in favor af 4 National 
Convention of all citizens, of whatever party, 
who are desirous of doing all that they can do, 
properly, for the establishment of tiniversal 
freedom in these States; and who hold that this 
end can be accomplished by the use of the 
powers above designated. 





The class of con- 
scientious persons, who hold that no citizen 
can innocently use the power of Government fer 
such a purpose, such use implying a sanction 
to a Union in itself wicked and indefensible, of 
course,could not consistently countenance such 
a Convention, or become members of it. ‘This is 
to be regretted, but it cannot be helped. We 
could not therefore expect their active parti- 
cipation in such a Convention, though we do 
not believe they would oppose it. 

Who then should be members of it? Anti- 
slavery members of all parties, North and South. 
A proposition has been made in some quarters, 
for a union between Liberty men and Whigs. 
We cansce no reason in favor of sucha move- 
ment, We could attend no Convention restricted 
by so narrow a platform. There are anti-slavery 
Democrats as well as Whigs—and with them 
all, Liberty men would like to meet in National 
council, to consult on the great question, and on 
the best mode of managing it. No movement, 
we presume, would be made, at first, to fuse 
into one the several parties of which they are 
members. Charity and Forbearance should pre- 
side over the deliberations of such an assem- 
blage. There would be topics enough for dis- 
cussion, without waging war upon each other’s 
peculiarities. They would agrec as it regarded 
the magnitude of the evil of Slavery—its an- 
tagonism to the interests of the North, of the 
South, of the Nation, of Mankind. They 
would agree as it regarded the duty of making 
it the paramount, though not exclusive, ques- 
tion, in politics. They would agree as it re- 
garded the practicability of the removal of 
Slavery by peaceful and constitutional means. 
Their sole disagreement would respect the 
mode of using constitutional instrumentalities, 
This point might with propriety be avoided, 
at least in their first Convention. They would 
have enough to ascertain, and present to the 
Public, omitting this altogether. Let them, 
for example, give a clear, concise exhibition of 
the political, and the politico-economical bear- 
ings of Slavery, on the free States, on the slave 
States, on the Union. Let them expose its 
complicated influences, particularly, on the po- 
litical parties of the country. Let them deter- 
nfine the relations it bears to the Constitution, 
the powers conferred by that instrament on 
the General Government, and the powers of the 
States and the people thereof, in respect to it. 
Onall these topics, we might expect a consid- 
erable degree of harmony; and the discdssions 


and addresses thereupon, would be highly in- 
structive, and would tend to arrest the atten- 
tion of the people North and South.

The following resolution was passed by the 
Northwestern Anti-Slavery Convention, recent 
ly held at Chicago. 

“Resolved, That a committee of five be ap- 
pointed to correspond with anti-slavery men of 
all parties, and throughoyt the whole ¢ountry, 
on the proprjety of holding a National Anti- 
Slavery Convention at Washington City, or 
some other suitable place, and that said ¢om- 
mittee he empowered to call such Convention, 
and designate the time and place of holding 
the same.” 


The resolution was introduced and advocated 
by Mr. Hamlin, formerly a Whig member of 
Congress fram Ohio. ’
